The abstract has been revised as follows: 

The present invention discloses a direct electric current superconducting cable 
having a core and a plurality of superconducting layers provided over the core with end 
portions of the superconducting layers exposed in a step-by-step manner from an outer 
layer to an inner layer and connected individually to outgoing conductors. The 
superconducting layers are insulated from each other. An insulating fixing member is 
used to support the core and the outgoing conductors. An electrical insulation layer, a 
return-current conductor layer and an insulating protective layer in that order surrounds 
the outemnost superconducting layer.
